Summary of reasons for decision: 

The main component of the DVD is a feature that comprises five scenes of explicit sexual 
activity between men and women. The dominant effect of the publication as a whole is of young 
men colluding to surreptitiously film women engaging in sexual activity without their consent and 
thus presents women as inherently inferior to men and male sexual gratification. The publication 
is dominated by degrading and demeaning conduct involving women being treated with 
contempt and disregard. The availability of this material is likely to be injurious to the public 
good given the encouragement it gives to a predominandy male audience to find women's 
degradation by men as sexually arousing, the demeaning manner of presenting women as stupid 
and gullible and the promotion of criminal activity such as filming sexual activity without the 
consent of the participant which in reality would place women at genuine risk of harm. Frequent 
viewing of this material by some people is likely to encourage misogynistic attitudes and 
normalize ambiguous issues around consent. The overwhelming effect of the publication is to 
legitimise these notions and present women as inherently inferior to men and male sexual 
gratification. 

The pervasiveness of the problematic material is such that excisions are impractical and a 
classification of objectionable is necessary in order to avoid the risk of injury to the public good. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the NZBR Act on the application of all 
the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of 
expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament’s intention that publications 
that present degrading, dehumanising and demeaning conduct of such a high extent and degree 
be made objectionable.
